S.0.856(E).—In terms of Section 4(4) ofthe Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967, the order, dated 31-3- 
2008, of the Tribunal presided over by Hon’ble Justice 
Madan B. Lokur, Judge, Delhi High Court, to whom a 
reference was made under Section 4(1) ofthe Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 for adjudicating whether 
or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the 
associations, namely the National Liberation Front of 
Tripura (NLFT) and All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) 
organizations of Tripura as unlawful is published for 
general information.

REPORT 

1. On 3rd October, 2007, a notification being S.O. 
1692(E), was issued by Mr. V.N. Gaur, Joint Secretary, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India to the effect 
that the Central Government is of the opinion that the 
activities of the National Liberation Front of Tripura and 
its various wings (hereinafter referred to as the N LET) and 
the Alt Tripura Tiger Force (hereinafter referred to as the 
ATTF) are deterimental to the sovereignty and integrity of 
India and that they are unlawful associations. 
Consequently, in exercise of powers conferred by Section 
3(1) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 
(hereinafter referred to as the Act), the Central Government 
declared the NLFT and the Al’TF to be unlawful 
associations. 

2. The Central Governemnt was also of the opinion 
that there is a need to immediately curb and control the 
activities of these two associations and, therefore, it was 
of the opinion that it is necessary to declare them as 
unlawful accociations with immediate effect, in exercise of 
powers conferred by Section 3(3) of the Act. 

3. For the purposes of Section 3(1) of the Act, the 
Centra! Government was of the opition that the NLFT and 
the ATTF have : 

(i) been engaging in subversive and violent 
activities, thereby undermining the authority 
of the Government and spreading terror and 
violence among the people for achieving their 
objectives; 

(ii) established linkages with other unlawful 
associations, viz., the United Liberation Front 
of Asom (ULFA) and Mcitei Extremist Outfits 
of Manipur with the aim of mobilizing their 
support; 

(iii) in pursuance of their aims and objectives in 
recent past engaged in violent and unlawful 
activities which are prejudicial to the 
sovereignty and integrity of India. 

4. In respect of the violent and unlawful activities, 
the Central Government included the following: 

(a) Killing of civilians and personnel belonging 

to the Police and Security Forces; i 

(b) Extortion of funds from the public including 
businessmen and traders in Tripura; 

(c) Establishing and maintaining camps in 
neighbouring countries for the purpose of 
safe sanctuary, training, procurement of aims 
and ammunitions, etc.; 

(d) Causing and fomenting communal clashes

between the Tribal and non-tribal 
communities in fripura. 

5. For the purposes of exercise of power under 
Section 3(3) of the Act, it was stated that, unless immediately 
curbed and controlled, the NLFT and the ATTF would 
take the opportunity- to : 

(i) mobilize their cadres for escalating their 
secessionist, subversive, and violent 
activities; 

(ii) propagate anti-national activities in collusion 
with forces inimical to India’s sovereignty 
and national integrity-; 

(iii) indulge in killings of civilians and targeting 
of the Police and Security Forces personnel; 

(iv) procure and induct illegal arms and 
ammunitions from across the international 
border; 

(v) extort and collect huge funds from the public 
for their unlawful activities. 

Under these circumstances, and in exercise of powers 
conferred by Section 5(1) of the Act, this Tribunal was 
constituted by a notification being S.O. 1851(E) dated 30th 
October, 2007 issued by Mr. Naveen Verma, Joint Secretary, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India. By virtue 
of Section 4(1) of the Act, the Tribunal is required to 
adjudicate whether or not, there is sufficient cause for the 
declaring the NLFT and the ATTF as unlawful associations, 
within the meaning of that expression defined under Section 
2(p) of the Act. 

7. In support of its case, the Central Government 
made a reference to the Tribunal and submitted a resume 
regarding the aims, objects and violent activities of the 
NLFT and the ATTF. 

8. On 6th November, 2007 notice was issued to the 
NLFT and the ATTF to show cause why the notification 
dated 3rd October, 2007 be not confirmed. It was directed 
that service be effected on the two associations by 
publication of the Gazette notification dated 3rd October, 
2007 in local newspapers in English and in the regional 
language; by announcements in the electronic and print 
media; by affixation of the notice along with a copy of the 
Gazette notification at the last known addresses of both 
the associations as well as their principal office bearers; by 
displaying the notice along w-ith a copy of the Gazette 
notification on the notice board in the office of the Deputy 
Commissioner/District Magistrates in all the four district 
headquarters of the State of Tripura, and by a proclamation 
by beat of drums as wei 1 as loudspeakers about the contents 
of the notice and the Gazette notification in all the four 
district headquarters of the State of Tripura and in other 
areas where the activities of both the associations are 
believed to be ordinarily carried on. 

9. Pursuant to the order dated 6th November, 2007. 
the Stater of Tripura filed a supplementary affidavit dated 
13th December, 2007 to the effect that service has been 
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effected on the associations by giving adequate publicity 
to the Gazette notification. The Central Government also 
filed an affidavit dated 13th December, 2007 to the effect 
that the two associations have been served in the prescribed 
modes.' 

10. Despite service, there was no appearance on 
behalf of either of the two associations. Accordingly, by 
an order dated 19th December, 2007 both the NLFT and the 
ATTF were proceeded against ex parte. 

11. In support of their case for declaring the NLFT 
and the ATTF as unlawful associations, the State of Tripura 
filed an affidavit dated 13th December, 2007 and the Central 
Government filed an affidavit dated 2nd January, 2008. On 
9th January, 2008 the State of Tripura and the Central 
Government tendered their respective affidavits in evidence. 
Additional evidence was also tendered by the State of 
Tripura. An additional affidavit dated 24th March, 2008 of 
Mr. R.R. Jha, Director in the Ministry of Home Affairs was 
also filed by the Central Government. 

12. On 28th February, 2008, the State of Tripura 
produced certified copies as well as carbon copies of the 
documents sought to be relied upon and these have been 
marked as Mark A to L and Ext. T-1 to Ext. T-3 3. 

13. In the affidavit of Mr. R.R. Jha, Director, Ministry 
of Home Affairs dated 2nd January, 2008 filed on behalf of 
Central Government, it is stated that the NLFT was formed 
in June, 1989 and is presently led by Biswa Mohan 
Debbarma while the ATTF was formed in 1993 and is led 
by Ranjit Debbarma. The professed aim of both the 
organizations is to establish a separate country by 
secession of Tripura from the Indian Union in alliance with 
other secessionist organizations. 

14. It is stated that the ATTF as well as its political 
wing, namely, the Tripura People Democratic Front (TPDF) 
has been observing a black day on October 15 in protest 
against the merger of Tripura into India and has also been 
boycotting Republic Day/Independence Day celebrations 
every year. Along with some other organizations, it has 
been criticizing “annexation’' of Tripura to Indians illegal. 

15. It is stated that the leaders of the NLFT stay in 
camps in Bangladesh and frequently visit Tripura for 
carrying out their activities. The headquarters of the 
association is in Bangladesh eind it has its hideouts and 
shelters in that country. Most of the violent incidents in 
Tripura have been planned and executed by the NLFT in 
Bangladesh and the abducted persons are also taken to 
that country. 

16. Similarly, the ATTF also has training camps, 
hideouts and shelters in Bangladesh and maintains close 
links with other terrorist organizations of the north-east 
especially for the purpose of procurement of arms and 
training facilities. The ATTF has also been utilizing the 
territory of Bangladesh for committing violence in Tripura 
and for procuring arms. 


17. It is stated in the affidavit that areas covered by 
34 police stations in the State have been declared as 
disturbed areas by the State of Tripura under the Armed 
Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1958. But in spite of this, 
violence and extortion activities by both the organizations 
have continued. 

18. It is stated that while violent incidents committed 
by the two organizations have shown a steep downward 
trend over the past several years, it is not due to any 
ideological change but is due to factors like growing 
demoralization and disenchantment amongst the leaders, 
desertion, a continuous shrinking of the support base 
amongst the tribals etc. including intensified action by 
security forces and counter insurgency action in remote 
and far flung areas. It is stated that the NLFT generally 
targets non-tribals and police/security forces personnel. 
Even tribals opposed to its whims of extortion are not 
spared. 

19. It is stated that the attacks on non-tribals have 
given rise to frequent ethnic tension between the tribals 
and Bengalis as a result of which innocent people have 
fallen victim causing a wide schism between the tribals and 
non-tribals in the State leading to a volatile ethnic situation. 
It is stated that of late security forces and tribals have 
become the main targets of the violence of the NLFJ and a 
large number of security forces personnel have been killed 
and extortion, looting, kidnapping, abduction etc. is quite 
rampant. 

20. As regards the ATTF, it is stated that it has a 
very strong presence in West Tripura and it is estimated to 
possess 300 arms including AK-47/AK-56 series rifles, sten 
guns and carbines etc. The ATTF has been indulging in 
extortion of money from businessmen and Government 
employees in the name of ideology and has also been 
resorting to abduction for ransom. 

21. The affidavit mentions some incidents by way of 
an annexure committed by the NLFT and the ATTF in 2006 
and 2007. 

22. In the annexure pertaining to the NLFT, the 
Central Government has referred to four FIRs dated 
14th February, 2006,29th April, 2006, 7th August, 2006 
and 24th October, 2006. These have also been referred to 
in the documents filed by the State of Tripura and will be 
dealt with at the appropriate stage. 

23. Five other incidents have been mentioned : 

(i) FIR dated 26th October, 2006 (PS Manu) 
wherein it is mentioned that the NLFT 
ambushed a TSR party resulting in the killing 
of 2 TSR personnel. The NLFT cadres also 
snatched away one AK-47 rifle with one 
magazine. 

(ii) FIR dated 30th October, 2006 (PS Nepallilla) 
wherein it is mentioned that the NLFT cadres 
ambushed a TSR party in which one TSR 
personnel was killed and another injured. The 
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cadre also snatched one AK-47 rifle with 
three magazines and 90 rounds of 
ammunition. 

(iii) FIR dated 2nd March, 2007 (PS Longtharai 
Valley) wherein the NLFT extremists killed 
two tribal labourers suspecting them to be 
police informers at their residence. 

(iv) HR dated 15th August, 2007 (PS 
Ganganagar) wherein it is mentioned that 
NLFT extremists ambushed a CRPF party in 
which one CRPF personnel was killed. 

(v) FIR dated 27th August, 2007 (PS 
Mungiakauri) wherein one TSR personnel 
was killed in an encounter with the NLFT 
extremists. 

24. Certified copies of the FlRs have been filed by 
the Centra! Government along with an application dated 
18th March, 2008. 

25. In so far as the activities of the ATTF are 
concerned, there is a reference to four FIRs and these are 
as follows; 

(a) The first FIR is dated 20th October, 2006 (PS 
Teliamura) in which two TSR personnel were 
killed and one injured. The extremists also 
took away two AK-47 rifles with 180 rounds 
of ammunition. 

(b) The second FIR is dated 6th March, 2007 (PS 
Champahour) in which 2 TSR personnel were 
killed while two other were injured in an 
ambush by the ATTF extremists who also 
looted 2 AK-47 rifles from the TSR personnel. 

(c) The third FIR is dated 11th May, 2007 (PS 
Sidhai) in which one rifleman of Assam Rifle 
was killed in an encounter with ATTF 
extremists. 

(d) The fourth FIR is dated 5th August, 2007 (PS 
Khowai) in which three tribals ofa family were 
killed by the A'lTF extremists. 

26. Certified copies of these FIRs have been filed 
along with the application dated 18th March, 2008. 

27. The Central Government has also filed certain 
documents in a sealed cover which are reports received 
from the R &AW, Intelligence Bureau, Director General, 
CRPF, Director General, BSF, Ministry of Defence and the 
Government of Tripura. A perusal of these documents 
supports the case ot the Central Government. The details 
of these documents are not discussed for obvious reasons. 
Suffice It to say that these documents suggest the following: 

(a) There is no decline in the violent activities of 
both the associations and that has kept the 
security forces of both the Central 
Government and the State Government on a 
high alert. 

(b) Both the associations have continued with 
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their secessionist activities and there is no 
change in their demand for separation of 
Tripura from the rest of India and creation of 
a separate “country’”. While the NLFT has 
been demanding a separate country since 
its inception, the secessionist tendencies of 
the ATTF have become more pronounced 
with its political wing, the TDPF formed in 
1997, talking of national freedom through an 
armed movement against “Indian occupation 
forces” and independence from “colonial 
bondage”. 

(c) The NLFT has been advocating tribalism and 
it discards all sorts of relations with non- 
tribals in the State. The NLFT cadres target 
non-tribals who have become, of late, the main 
target of its violence. 

(d) The main demands of the ATTF include: 

(i) All illegal migrants who have entered 
Tripura after 1956 should be identified and 
evicted from the State. 

(ii) All illegally alienated tribal lands should 
be restored to tribals and a separate Tribal 
Reserve Area should be constituted. 

(e) Among the weaponry available with the 
NLFT, there are over a 100 automatic 
weapons including AK series rifles, rocket 
launchers and mines/lEDs while the ATTF 
has over 200 weapons including AK series 
rifles, grenade/rocket launchers and mines/ 
lEDs. Both the NFT and the ATTF are 
engaged in violent activities resulting in 
killing of CRPF personnel, civilians, 
undennining the authority of the State and 
spreading terror, violence and fear among the 
common people for achieving their objectives. 
Both the associations have a large number 
of prohibited arms and ammunitions and they 
have established and maintained camps in a 
neighbouring country for the purpose of 
escaping, training and procurement of arms/ 
ammunition. 

(f) Both the associations have declared the 
secession of Tripura from India as their 
objective and are employing and engaginu 
in armed means to achieve this objective. Both 
the associations have been indulging in 
intimidation, extortion and looting of civilian 
population for collection of funds and have 
made efforts to establish contacts with other 
hostile organizations for influencing public 
opinion. 

28. In the additional affidavit dated 24th March, 2008, 
the Central Government has placed on record earlier 
notifications dated 3rd April, 1997,3rd October, 2001,3rd 
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October, 2003 and 3rd October, 2005 declaring the NLFT 
and the ATTF as unlawtlil associations. 

29. All these notifications were referred to a Tribunal 
constituted under the Act and orders were passed by the 
Tribunal confirming the last three notifications. It is in this 
background that the present notification dated 3rd October, 
2007 has been issued. 

30. It is stated by the Centra! Government that it has 
formed its opinion on the basis of reports received by it 
fi-om R & A W, Intelligence Bureau, Central Reserve Police 
Force, Border Security Force, Ministry of Defence of the 
Government of India and also the State Government of 
Tripura. 

31. Along with the affidavit, the Central Government 
has filed as Annexure H a letter dated 1st August, 2007 
issued by the Home Department of the Government of 
Tripura wherein it is stated that both NLFT and ATTF 
should be declared as unlawful associations and that the 
ban be extended for a further period of two years on the 
following grounds:— 

(i) That both the outfits are continuing with their 
activities to wage armed struggle for so called 
liberation offripura. 

(ii) They continue to question the merger 
agreement of Tripura with Indian Union 
which took place on 15 October, 1949 and 
term the day as Black Day. They reject the 
Constitution of India as a framework to 
resolve any dispute. 

(iii) They continue to indulge in violence against 
civilians. 

(iv) Their movement with sophisticated weapons 
and acts of kidnapping of civilians for 
ransom is still continuing, This has adversely 
affected the development efforts in the 
interior areas. 

(v) They are attempting to run a parallel 
government in complete disregard to 
democratically elected Government ofTripura 
by imposing so called tax. 

(vi) These militants have their camps in 
Bangladesh and as per intelligence inputs 
are linked with the anti-Indian elements in 
Bangladesh. 

(vii) They are planning to interfere in the process 
of election for increasing extortion and to 
arrogate political power like previous 
occasions.” 

32. The letter dated 1 st August, 2007 is accompanied 
by reports from the Inspector General of Police 
(Intelligence), the Superintendent of Police (CID) along 
with a large number of annexures. 

33. Among the documents sent by the Superintendent 
of Police (CID) are the constitution of the NLFT and the 


ATTF both of which, it is stated, advocate secession of 
Tripura fi-om the Indian Union as their objective. The 
associations have maintained separate armed wings with a 
hierarchical set up on the pattern of a regular army, equipped 
with a large number of sophisticated weapons and devices 
collected fi-om abroad (Annexure A & B). 

34. It is mentioned in the letter that during the last 
Republic Day (2007), both the ATTF and the NLFT gave a 
boycott call and raised black flags in the interior places of 
Tripura in order to prohibit the public from attending 
national functions. Extremists belonging to both the 
associations have set up their base camp in Bangladesh 
from where they are carrying out their operations inside 
Tripura. It is stated that NLFT has 13 camps in various 
places in Bangladesh while the ATTF has 12 camps in 
Bangladesh. The associations are collecting arms with the 
help of foreign agencies as well as underground outfits 
and extorting money from common people in the form of 
tax (Annexure N & O). 

35. Despite the earlier orders declaring the two 
associations as unlawful associations, they have been 
giving calls to boycott elections such as in the Village 
Council Election of2006. They have also been involved, in 
2005, in 115 extremist related cases in which 41 persons 
were killed including 11 security personnel and 82 persons 
were injured including 8 security personnel. In addition, 62 
persons were kidnapped and a total of 53 encounters/ 
ambushes between the security forces and the NLFT and 
the ATTF extremists took place in which 23 extremists were 
killed and 61 were arrested. 

3 6. In 2006, a total of 102 extremist related cases were 
reported in which 27 persons including 14 security 
personnel were killed and 39 others including 27 security 
personnel were injured. As many as 43 persons were 
kidnapped and 57 incidents of encounter/ambush took 
place between the security forces and both the associations 
in which 27 extremists were killed and 67 extremists were 
arrested. 

37. In 2007 (upto 30th June, 2007), a total of 57 
extremist related cases were reported in the State ofTripura 
in which 7 civilians and 5 Security forces personnel were 
killed and 4 persons including 2 seurity forces personnel 
were injured. Extremists belonging to the two associations 
had kidnapped 28 civilians for ransom. Ten extremists were 
killed during the year and 27 arrested. 

3 8. Summing up some of the special features of the 
violence, the Superintendent of Police stated as follows: 

“(I) A desperate bid on the part of NLFT/ ATTF 
to thwart all development works in the state 
particularly in interior areas mainly populated 
by tribal and to create situation in favour of 
them. 

(11) Members of NLFT/ATTF are still very 
ruthless even while on action against women 
and other soft targets. 
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(III) Attack on NiI-44 which is life line of the State, 
killing/kidnapping of labourers from work 
site of construction of road/border fencing 
only prove their bids to stop the development 
of the state.” 

It is further stated in the letter that on 31st March, 
2007, an online special interview of Ranjit Debbarma, the 
President of TPDF was posted on the website called 
lripuranews.co.uk in which he defended the necessity of 
an armed struggle to regain sovereign independence of 
the people of Tripura. Ranjit Debbarma claimed their 
struggle to be a genuine national liberation struggle to 
liberate themselves from the Indian colonial occupation. 
He reiterated that the ATTF and the NLFT are separate 
associations but their main objective is one and the same, 
that is, restoration of Tripura sovereign independence 
(Annexure K). 

40. Along with the letter, a large number of annexures 
have also been attached even though they do not find a 
mention in the letter. These include notices demanding tax 
from several persons. These notices have been issued by 
the Government of Twipra Kingdom led by NLFT (Annexure 
C). There is also a CD of a film produced by ATTF called 
‘Satokjak Bosong’ (Oppressed Nation) both in the local 
language as well as in English (Annexure G & H). There is 
also a CD of another film produced by ATTF called ‘Yakma 
Lama’ (Way of Survival) along with the English translation 
thereto (Annexure 1 & J). A document titled ‘Inputs relating 
to list of existing camps inside Bangladesh/approx, strength/ 
fire power/movements/hideouts based on recent past 
interrogation reports of surrendered ATTF and NLFT (BM) 
militants’ has been attached as Annexure N. This gives the 
list and general location of all the camps of the two 
associations along with their leaders and cadres (.Annexure 
N & O). A CD containing interrogation reports of 
surrendered ATTF extremists has been filed as Annexure 
R and a large number of First Information Reports (FlRs) 
relating to extremist related cases have been filed as 
Annexure S. 

41. An overall perusal of this affidavit clearly 
suggests that both the associations have been engaging 
in various activities which are in conflict with the integrity 
of the country and arc certainly in violation of the 
provisions of the Act. 

42. The State of Tripura has also produced evidence 
independently to support the declaration. 

43. As regards subversive, violent and unlawful 
activities of the NLFT and the ATTF which undermine the 
authority of the Central Government and spreading terror 
and violence among the people for achieving their 
objectives, reliance has been placed on the aims and objects 
of the NLF'f and the ATTF. 

44. I'hc preface to the constitution of the NLF'f, as 
well as the constitution itself appear to have been adopted 
by the Central Committee of the NLFT on 15th November, 


1994 and is marked as Mark A. 

(a) The preface to the constitution contains the 
basis for the subversive movement of the 
NLFT in Tripura. It is mentioned, inter alia, 
that the indigenous people known as Borok 
have been completely marginalized by the 
continuing influx of immigration of foreign 
nationals and that the indigenous people arc 
being exploited, oppressed and suppressed 
due to the menacing chauvinism and 
imperialism of India. There is a threat to the 
language, customs and religions of the 
indigenous people and there is a cultural 
genocide that is being practiced. It is also 
stated that the Government of India has 
imposed draconian laws such as Armed 
Forces Act, 1958, the Terrorist and Disruptive 
Activities (Prevention) Act, and the National 
Security Act on indigenous Borok people of 
Tripura to prevent insurgency. It is alleged 
that this is the regular practice of imperialist 
India to uproot the indigenous people from 
their homeland. It is stated that under these 
circumstances, the nationalist Borok youth 
congregated at Gonda Twisa on 12th March, 
1989 and formed the NLFT as well as its armed 
wing, that is, the Borok Army on 1 1th 
December, 1991. 

(b) As per the preface, the aims and objectives 
of the NLFT include the overthrow of 
imperialism, capitalism and neo-colonialism 
from the ‘Countr>'’ through an armed struggle 
for the distinct and independent identity of 
the Borok civilization of Twipra; to liberate 
Borokland Twipra and establish a People’s 
Republic Government; to free the Borok 
nation from the social, economic and political 
exploitation, oppression, suppression and 
neo-colonization and to further the cause of 
the traditional indigenous culture and beliefs 
of the people; to send observers or 
participating delegates in national and 
international seminars, etc. On this basis, the 
constitution of the Borok people has been 
drafted and approved by the Central 
Executive meeting held on 15th November, 
1994. 

45 .The constitution of the NLFT states that it has 
been resolved to constitute a revolutionary organization 
to liberate the Borokland Twipra for the distinct and 
independent identity or Borok civilization and to promote 
liberty of thought, expression, belief, faith and worship. 
Thereafter, the emblem and official language of the Borok 
people of'fwipra have been described. Chapter 11 of the 
constitution concerns itself with the membership of the 
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NLFT while Chapter III deals with the rights, duties and 
obligations of the members of NLFT. Chapter IV of the 
constitution deals with the organizational structure of the 
party which includes its office bearers such as the President, 
Vice President, Secretary General, Foreign Secretary, 
Finance Secretary, Home Secretary, Judicial Secretary, etc. 
The functions of the various authorities have been 
indicated in Chapter V of the constitution. The area of 
operation of the NLFT has been indicated in Article 32 of 
the constitution (Chapter VI) and it includes the united 
state of Tripura, Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland, Manipur, 
Mizoram, Nepha (Arunachal) and Sikkim. 

46. Similarly, the constitution of the ATTF is also 
placed on the record and is marked as Mark B. The motive 
and objective of the ATTF is to utilize all its strength 
through an armed struggle without any compromise for 
the existence of a 19 point interest of tribals under the 
Constitution of India. The ATTF says that it will fight for 
the fulfillment and application of all decisions accepted in 
the Indian Parliament. The seven States of the north east, 
that is, Tripura, Assam, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, 
Arunachal Pradesh and Meghalaya will form a separate 
country and for this the ATTF will support all sorts of 
movements and will utilize their own force for that purpose. 
The ATTF will fight against squeeze, torture, oppression 
upon tribals and for the struggle of their freedom. Article 5 
of the constitution of the ATTF deals with law and order 
while Article 6 deals with discipline and restrictions. Article 
8 deals with public relations and Article 11 deals with 
contribution and membership collection process. Article 
12 deals with the structure of the ATTF and all persons 
from the President to a Major will be the members of the 
Central Committee. The ATTF will have two regiments, 
one called the Bir Bikram Regiment and the other as the 
Borok Regiment. The formation of the organization has 
been mentioned and the Commander in-Chief of the ATTF 
will control all bus and regiments of the force. The ATTF 
has its own flag and symbol. 

47. The aforesaid documents clearly indicate that both 
the NLFT and the ATTF intend to establish a separate 
country and neither of them accept their existence under 
the Constitution of India, although the ATTF agrees with 
certain principles ofthe Constitution of India which it seeks 
to enforce through its own constitution. This clearly shows 
that the NLFT and the ATTF propagate a secessionist 
ideology and do not accept the north-east of India to be a 
part of India or at least expect the north-eastern States to 
form a separate country. The two associations, therefore, 
indulge in an unlawful activity as defined in Section 2(o){i) 
of the Act. 

48. In pursuance of their objectives, the two 
associations have established the Government of Twipra 
Kingdom. There are on the record of the Tribunal 
documents marked as Mark D, F and G which are notices 
issued by the Government of Twipra Kingdom demanding 
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payment of some taxes. The notices have been signed by a 
person claiming to be the Secretary of Revenue and Tax 
Department ofthe Government of Twipra Kingdom. These 
documents suggest that efforts are being made by the NLFT 
and the ATTF to raise finances outside the law of India 
and the indication clearly is to finance the rumiing of some 
sort of a parallel government. Documents Mark C and E do 
not advance the case of the Central Government or the 
State of Tripura. 

49. In support of its case that the NLFT and the ATTF 
cany out violent and unlawful activities, spread terror and 
violence among the people for achieving their objectives, 
the State of Tripura has filed as Mark M a chart indicating 
the number of persons kidnapped, injured and killed as 
well as the security forces killed and injured from 
3rd October, 2005 till August, 2007. Mark M reads as 
follows:

50. The State of Tripura has also filed copies of FlRs 
with respect to the killing of civilians and personnel 
belonging to the police and security forces, kidnapping, 
abduction and demands for ransom made by the NLFT and 
the ATTF. Certified copies and carbon copies of the 
originals were produced by the State and these have been 
exhibited. 

(i) Ext. T -1 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Birganj on 15th November, 2005 which 
records that about 10 or 12 unknown armed 
extremists wearing Assam Rifles uniform 
entered the house of the complainant with 
AK-47 rifles and fired about 100 or 150 rounds 
indiscriminately. According to the 
complainant, his wife and mother-in-law died 
as a result of the attack and his daughter 
sustained bullet injuries. Later, the 
complainant came to know that a lady from 
the neighbouring house was also killed by 
the extremists. 

(ii) Ext. T-2 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Jirania on 16th October, 2005. According to 
the complainant, about 3-4 unknown armed 
extremists of the ATTF fired rounds and shot 
dead the brother-in-law ofthe complainant. 

(iii) Ext. T-3 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
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Ambassa on 30th October, 2005. It is stated 
therein that about 20/25 unknown armed 
extremists suspected to be from the NLFT 
entered the house of the complainant and 
opened fire indiscriminately and the 
complainant’s father and sister received 
injuries, to which they succumbed while 
under treatment. Others also received injuries 
and the extremists also abducted one person, 
The extremists were armed with sophisticated 
weapons. 

(iv) Ext. 1 -4 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Killa on 8th November, 2005 where some 
unknown armed extremists opened fire on a 
police party and thereafter escaped in the 
jungles. 

(v) Ext. T-5 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Champahowaron 14thNovember, 2005. Some 
10 or 12 NLFT extremists who were heavily 
armed attacked an official ambush party. 3'hc 
exchange of fire resulted in the death of an 
NLF'f extremist and recovery of an AK-66 
rifle and some live magazines and rounds. 

(vi) Ext. T-6 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Salema on 16th November, 2005 and this 
p&rtsins to cin 3.ttiick by 20 or 25 Enncd 
extremists who gave a subscription notice to 
the complainant to collect subscriptions for 
the organization. The father of the 
complainant was abducted by the extremists. 

(vii) Ext. T -7 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Gandacherra on (illegible) which deals with 
extortion threats received by the complainant 
from the NLFT extremists as well as the fact 
that the mother of the complainant had been 
abducted by theNLFT extremists at gunpoint, 
(viii) Ext. T-8 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Taidu on 9th November, 2006 which mentions 
about an assault on villagers by a group of 
armed militants wearing anny uniform. The 
extremists set fire to ten houses in the villages 
as a result of which all household articles 
including paddy, clothes etc. were gutted. 

(lx) Ext. 1 -9 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Teliamuraon 14th February, 2006. According 
to the complainant, a group of armed 
extremists attacked some employees of GAIL 
with the result that two of them died in a 
hospital. 

(x) Ext. f-l 0 is an FIRregislered in Police Station 
Ambassa on 9th September, 2006 and relates 
to the abduction of the complainant’s son 
by armed extremists who gave information 
that he would not be released without 
payment of ransom. 


(xt) Ext. T-11 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Kanchanpur and this again deals with some 
extremists of the NLFT demanding an amount 
of Rs.2 lakhs as ransom for an abducted 
person. 

(xiij Ext. T-12 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Gandacherra on 17th December, 2006 and 
relates to extremists kidnapping two persons, 
(xiii) Ext. T-13pertainstoanFlRregisteredinPolice 
Station Ganganagar on 24th October, 2006 
where armed NLFT extremists fired rounds 
from two AK-47 rifles which resulted in tvvo 
police personnel dying at the spot. 

(xiv) Ext. T-14 is an FIR pertaining to Police Station 
Sidhai registered on 12th February, 2006. In 
this, it is alleged that some ATTF extremists 
fired at and injured a havaldar from Assam 
Rifles. The extremists also lobbed grenades 
at the police party and injured a policeman. 

(xv) Ext. T-15 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Kamalpur on 22nd November, 2006 and 
relates to an incident of firing by the NLFT, 
extremists and recovery’ of one AK-47 rifle, 
one SLR and miscellaneous items belonging 
to the extremists. 

(xvi) Ext. T-16 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Ambassa on 7th August, 2006. According to 
the complainant, extremists ofthe NLFT fired 
approximately 150 rounds which resulted in 
injuries sustained by police personnel. 

(xvii) Ext. T-l 7 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Champahowar on 13th October, 2006. In this 
FIR, the NLFT extremists have been named 
and it is mentioned that they attacked a police 
party with sophisticated weapons and that 
there was an exchange of fire between those 
NLFT extremists and the police party. 

(xviii) Ext. f-18 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Killa on 5th December, 2006 and again relates 
to exchange of fire between a police party 
and NLF'f activists who were armed with 
sophisticated weapons. One ofthe extremists 
died as a result ofthe exchange of fire and 
there was recovery of one hand grenade, 
some subscription notices and pads and the 
manifesto ofthe NLFT. 

(xk) Ext. T-l 9 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Kanchanpur on 26th July, 2006. fhis relates 
to opening of gun fire by the NLFT extremists 
and the apprehension of two extremists who 
were found in possession ofan illegal country 
made gun, an AK-47 rifle, live cartridges and 
other incriminating articles. Spot enquiries 
revealed that the NLFT group had made a 
criminal conspiracy to attack the security 
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force and to collect subscription forcibly from 
local people under that police station. 

(xx) Ext. T-20 and T-21 are two FIRs registered in 
Police Station Ganganagar. The first FIR is 
dated 21 st September, 2006 and relates to an 
attack by the NLFT extremists and recovery 
of several items including a flag of the NLFT 
and rifles and cartridges as well as some 
Bangladesh currency. The second FIR is 
dated 10th July, 2006 and concerns an 
exchange of fire between the extremists and 
a police party which resulted in the death of 
one extremist. 

(xxi) Ext. T-22 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Sidhai on 25th February, 2006 and it mentions 
that some unknown militants opened fire on 
an ambush party as a result of which one 
jawan received gunshot wounds and he later 
succumbed to his injuries. 

(xxii) Ext. T-23 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Kanchanpur on 6th August, 2006 and relates 
to an attack hy the NLFT extremists with 
sophisticated weapons with the intention or 
killing members or the security forces. 

(xxiii) Ext.-T-24 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Ganganagar on 29th April, 2006 and concerns 
an attack on a convoy of CRPF personnel. 
The attack by armed extremists resulted in 
the death of three police personnel and 
injuries to several of them. 

(xxiv) Ext. T-25 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Champahowar on 3rd July, 2007. It is alleged 
that eight armed ATTF extremists carrying 
sophisticated weapons assaulted two 
persons who received severe injuries. 

(xxv) Ext. T-26 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Champahowar on 31st August, 2007 and 
relates to abduction of the husband of the 
complainant at gunpoint for ransom by NLFT 
activists. 

(xxvi) Ext. T-27 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Kalyanpur on 6th May, 2007 relating to a 
demand for subscription from villagers by 
armed NLFT extremists and the abduction of 
one civilian. 

(xxvii) Ext. T-28 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Ambassa on 27th June, 2007 where NLFT 
extremists in Assam Ritle uniform compelled 
the husband of the complainant to 
accompany them at gunpoint and abducted 
him. 

(xxviii) Ext. T-29 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Khowai on 6th August, 2007and pertains to 
10 or 12 armed ATTF extremists who killed 
three civilians related to the complainant. 


(xxix) Ext. T-30 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Kanchanpur on 3rd May, 2007 and relates to 
the kidnapping of three boys by extremists 
belonging to the NLFT, who had 
sophisticated weapons with them. 

(xxx) Ext. T-31 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Champahowar on 1 Ith August, 2007 wherein 
the elder brother of the complainant was 
abducted by the extremists at gunpoint. The 
extremists also snatched cash and gold 
ornaments and demanded ransom for release 
of the brother of the complainant. 

(xxxi) Ext. T-3 2 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Raishyabari on 6th June, 2007. It is stated 
that some armed extremists attacked a police 
party, as a result of which one BSF constable 
died. After the extremists left, some weapons, 
including a hand-grenade, was recovered 
from the spot. 

(xxxii) Ext. T-33 is an FIR registered in Police Station 
Champahowar on 16th January, 2007 and 
concerns injuries to police personnel inflicted 
by armed NLFT extremists. There was also 
recovery of subscription notices of the NLFl'. 

51. The large number of FIRs registered in various 
police stations across the State of Tripura indicates that, 
over a period of time, a systematic plan was put into 
operation by the extremists of the NLFT and the ATTF to 
attack police personnel and to kill civilians indiscriminately. 
There are various instances of kidnapping and abduction 
and demands for ransom and payment of subscriptions. 
Needless to say, all these activities collectively show that 
the NLFT and the ATTF extremists not only carried out 
subversive activities but spread terror among the local 
inhabitants through violent means. There was a systematic 
attempt both by the NLFT and ATTF extremists to subvert 
the law of the land and their activities would clearly fall 
within the definition of ‘unlawful activities’ as defined in 
Section 2(0) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 
1967. 

52. The wave of extortion let loose by the NLFT and 
the ATTF is further evidenced by all these FIRs brought 
on record by the State of Tripura, none of which have been 
denied. 

53. On the issue of causing and fomenting clashes 
between tribal and non-tribal communities in Tripura, 
reliance was placed by learned counsel for the State of 
Tripura on Ext. T-32 which is an FIR registered in Police 
Station Raishyabari on 6th June, 2007 which showed 
recovery of a large number of weapons. However, this FIR 
does not disclose any allegation of causing or fomenting 
communal clashes. But, there are certain documents on 
record filed by the State of Tripura which arc marked as 
Mark H, I and L which suggest that the NLFT and the 
ATTF extremists have made a hostile distinction between 
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tribal and non-tribal communities in Tripura, 

54. Mark H is a call issued by the NLFT for a boycott 
of the Independence Day celebrations in Tripura. It is 
explained in the document that the Government of India 
began to colonize Tripura and hundreds and thousands of 
Hindu Bengalis from across the border were encouraged 
to come and settle in Tripura. This eventually led to a 
demographic catastrophe as a result of which only 30% of 
the total population in Tripura consists of the indigenous 
population. It is stated in the document that several 
representations were made to the Government of India but 
to no effect with the result that armed resistance to Indian 
rule began in 1950s. It is alleged in the document that the 
provincial government is under the control of “aliens” and 
“Indians” and provides Indian citizenship to all Hindu 
Bengalis immigrants and that there has been an 
institutionalization of powers in the hands of the illegal 
settlers which is unacceptable to the Borok who are the 
indigenous people of Tripura. This document clearly 
suggests an intention to create a divide between the 
indigenous population of 3'ripura as well as those who 
have come from outside. The document goes on to say 
that while there is every reason to celebrate 15th August 
as Independence Day for the Indians and particularly the 
Hindu Bengali illegal settlers, who are otherwise illegitimate 
in Twipra, there is no occasion for the NLFT which is 
fighting for the restoration of the independence and 
sovereignty ofTwipra, to celebrate the Independence Day. 
On the contrary, the Borok gave a call for abstaining and 
boycotting the independence Day celebrations 2007. 

55. Mark I is an appeal for reconciliation and unity 
among Borok leaders issued on 25th August, 2007. This 
document mentions that efforts have been made to regain 
the dignity of the Borok people who should ensure that 
there is reconciliation and unity among them. This 
document does not in any manner relate to causing and 
fomenting communal clashes among tribals and non-tribais. 

56. However, one other document placed on record 
by the State of Tripura, namely, a call issued by the NLFT 
on 27th September, 2007 for observing 15th October, 2007 
as a black day has been placed on record. A perusal of this 
document, which is Mark L, reiterates the events leading 
to what is described by the NLFT as a demographic 
catastrophe and relates to creating a divide between the 
indigenous population of Tripura and settlers from other 
parts of the country. 

57. The evidence in this regard produced both by the 
CentralGovcmment and the State ofTripura, coupled with 
the absence of any denial of these facts by the NLFT or by 
the ATT F or any contest by either of them, the submission 
ot learned counsel for the State of Tripura should be 
accepted and it must be held that these documents manifest 
an intention ofthe NLFT and the ATTF to create a divide 


between tribals and non-tribais, which is an unlawful 
activity under Section 2(0) ofthe Act inasmuch as it seeks 
to incite a group of individuals to secede from the Indian 
union. 

58. Ext. J is a document in the regional language and 
was not relied on by learned counsel for the State ofTripura. 

59. A cumulative analysis of the entire evidence on 
record undoubtedly suggests that the activities of the N LFT 
and the ATTF are unlawful and that the conclusion of the 
Central Government that both the associations have been 
engaging in subversive and violent activities, undermining 
the authority of the Central Government and spreading 
terror and violence among the people for achieving their 
objectives is fully justified. The opinion of the Central 
Government that both the associations have linkages with 
other unlawful associations with the aim of mobilizing 
support and that they have been engaging in violent and 
unlawful activities, in pursuance of their aims and 
objectives, which are prejudicial to the sovereignty and 
integrity of India is also justified. 

60. Both the Central Government as well as the Stale 
ofTripura have led sufficient evidence in support of the 
conclusion that both the associations have indulged in a 
spree ofkilling civilians and personnel belonging to police 
and security forces, extortion of funds from the general 
public in Tripura, establishing and maintaining camps in a 
neighbouring country for the purpose of safe sanctuary, 
training, procurement of arms and ammunition etc. and 
causing and fomenting communal clashes between the tribal 
and non-tribal communities in Tripura. 

61. There is also sufficient evidence that has been led 
by the Central Government and the State Government to 
the effect that both the associations have mobilized their 
cadres for escalating their secessionist, subversive and 
violent activities. They have propagated anti-national 
activities in association with forces inimical to India’s 
sovereignty and integrity. Both the associations have 
repeatedly Indulged in killing of civilians, police and 
security forces personnel through illegal arms and 
ammunition. Under the circumstances, the Central 
Government has shown sufficient cause for confinning the 
declaration made under Section 3(1) of the Act as well as 
under Section 3(3) ofthe Act. 

62. Consequently, it is concluded that the issuance 
of the notification dated 3rd October, 2007 is fullyjustificd. 
There is sufficient cause for declaring the NLFT and the 
ATTF as unlawful associations with effect from 3rd 
October, 2007 for a period of two years.
